ORR School Committee

Old Rochester Regional High School plans a real, 
live, in-the-flesh commencement, albeit in a less-lengthy, 
make-shift format to ensure proper spacing and public 
safety. The target date is 10:00 am on Saturday, August 8, 
with a rain date of Sunday, August 9, at the football field. 

Here's the twist: The Class of 2020 will sit in the 
bleachers, and families will be spread out on the field. 

"I will hand out diplomas in the rain if I have 
to," said ORR Principal Mike Devoll during the May 27, 
remote-access meeting of the ORR School Committee. "I 
marveled that a lot of decisions have had to be made with 
no guidance and no history, and we feel like we made the 
right decisions... It should be about what makes the most 
sense for our kids and our community." 

Devoll didn't want to let the academic year- 
end with senior grades, which were due last week, and 
then not see those students again, so in meeting with 
committee members Heather Burke and Joe Pires a list of 
activities and events has emerged. Citing Pires' phrasing 
of "a slow drip of information," Devoll said, "We should 
really keep (the graduating seniors) active in our school 
community." 

The slow drip of activities and events that will 
fall between now and commencement began on May 28 
when graduating seniors visited the high school in drive- 
through fashion, spaced out according to homerooms, to 
return textbooks, pick up yearbooks and surprise gifts 
including a long-sleeve t-shirt decorated with the school- 
mascot Bulldog and "Quarantine" across the front.

Other upcoming graduation-related events 
include: a June 14 YouTube event in which scholarships 
will be announced; on June 15 students will discuss a 
life decision that helped them; a June 19 Senior Parade 
in which students will form a motorcade behind police 
escort to visit district elementary schools while Fun 107 
radio broadcasts live and recorded voice messages from 
graduates to staff and classmates with all cavalcades 
converging back at the high school; and August 4 (if 
allowed) the Senior Prom. There will also be an awards 
night in person or in video. 

Traditionally held at noon, the 10:00 am 
commencement will comply with state mandates against 
an indoor gathering and against tents and, at the same 
time, spare attendees the hottest part of the day. Capacity 
will be limited and tickets will be issued for admittance. 

Pires told the committee, "This is also going to 
help our underclassmen." 

Chairperson Cary Humphrey suggested the event 
could begin a new tradition. "We want to celebrate these

of what they've been through." 

Some colleges may open as early as August 10, 
but Devoll was pleased to inform the committee that 
student-athletes have been given permission by their 
college sports programs to come back for the August 8-9 
weekend to participate in ORR's commencement. 

Four ORR students addressed the committee 
meeting to discuss their experiences with remote learning 
and offer feedback. 

"It definitely made us realize how much we 
really took everything for granted," said senior class vice 
president Cecilia "Ceci" Prefontaine. "Even though I enjoy 
going to school, we definitely have a greater appreciation 
for life... Besides that, I think our teachers have done a 
very good job with remote learning." 

"With this whole situation, we're focusing the 
best that we can... I now know that we have been taking 
everything for granted... It is going okay, but it is so much 
better being in class," said Autumn Tilly, who has been 
helping in an effort to make some slides of the seniors. 

"I think that the way this school has handled 
online learning is the best that we could have done. It's 
not perfect, but it's a really good mix of synchronous 
and asynchronous (learning)," said Ally Ward. "We're all 
dealing with the world and each of us has stressors... we 
try to communicate." 

Junior Eddie Gonet prepared a list "because the 
school has been doing so much for us students." He noted 
the opportunity to learn about careers and new interests, 
the club hours where students can gain emotional 
support, the student council's food bank supported by a 
Go Fund Me web campaign, seeing familiar faces at online 
yoga, and alumni presentations where students hear 
about the steps after high school and how ORR assists 
students after graduation.

doing the best they can and the best they can is the best 
around here," said Gonet. 

Prefontaine agreed with Gonet's assessment that 
ORR is handling the ramifications of the coronavirus 
pandemic "well and better than some districts." 

ORR Junior High School Principal Silas Coellner 
reported that feedback led to the junior high making more 
frequent connections with students, offering more online 
live sessions via Zoom and Google Meet. "Now students 
have three opportunities a day and 25 opportunities a 
week," he said. 

Incoming (as of July 1) Superintendent of Schools 
Mike Nelson reported that ORR has offered to hold each 
Individual Education Plan meeting that should have been 
held and that there has been a 95 percent response rate. 

"I know some school districts are going toward 
remote only; we're keeping the door open for a hybrid 
model," said Nelson of ORR's summer outlook. "Things 
change each day, each week. Right now, the summer is a 
remote plan, but we're staying ready to expand."

that ORR District school offices are fully staffed with 
safe protocols and proper training in state guidelines. 
Buildings, however, are still not open to the public. 

Nelson indicated that by mid-June 
superintendents will receive an update on the potential 
for a return to school in the fall. 

"We're working hand in hand with Gene Jones 
with (personal protective equipment). Doug and I meet 
weekly with union presidents from the districts," said 
Nelson, who has been interacting with teachers and town 
officials regarding what a possible fall return to school 
would look like. "There are no details yet, but it's on our 
minds each and every day." 

White cautioned the committee that, "We don't

know what the Board of Health in each community is 
going to say we can and cannot do." 

Debbie Dyson addressed the committee about a 
girl from Denmark who had planned to attend ORR in 
the fall. The committee voted to postpone the student's 
arrival and all exchange programs to 2021, pending 
further developments relative to COVID-19. 

Tony Rosselli was invited to discuss his ongoing 
audit of the ORR School District and addressed a few 
issues: ORR's archaic phone system and its limitations 
in assisting police in the event of an intrusion; the 
uncertainty of Chapter 70 aid next year; four budget 
deficits including nearly $150,000 in athletics; along with 
the district's falling bond rating. 

The committee would later approve $29,100 in 
funding for a new phone system in the high school, junior 
high and central office. The quote was for $70,000, $41,000 
of which would be canceled by a refund. 

Rosselli also pointed out that ORR does not have 
a regional stabilization fund. 

"I would like to see a capital stabilization fund. 
There are revenue stabilization funds (that act as circuit 
breakers if Chapter 70 is cut). Once those are established, 
you have a vehicle to put money away," he explained. 
"They're rainy-day funds... It's pouring out. You folks 
don't have that; you don't have anything." 

After discussion. White said the matter will go 
onto the committee's June 17 meeting agenda, along with 
a decision on the other capital-planning project, a net 
funding of $54,000 to upgrade auditorium lighting and 
safety rigging. 

In other business, the committee approved Project 
Bread's $3,000 donation for ORR's nutrition program. 

White reported that engineers have looked at 
three phases for the high school's new football press box, 
which will include a handicapped-accessible elevator. All 
funding has been secured. Humphrey thanked Booster 
Club president Justin Shay for his work on the project. 

The committee approved a 1 /12 budget for 
FY21 that only comes into play should June 22 area town 
meetings not be held. 

Along with some timely revisions to the high 
school student handbook, the committee approved 
additional funds for retirees beyond two to up to four 
individuals to receive early-retirement incentive packages. 

Finally, Nelson reported having partnered 
with principals around the issue of cultural proficiency 
in a program called "Diversity Talks," in which 700 
participants in Grades 7-12 met online on May 27 and 
heard a student share her experience working through 
issues of racial tension, staff relations, and what 
Nelson called "non-negotiables," adding that, "We're 
committed to make (ORR) a place where all students feel 
comfortable." 

The ORR School Committee is scheduled to meet 
one more time before the town meetings on Wednesday, 
June 17. 
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Marion Police Chief Kneels in Solidarity

There hadn't been a gathering in the village of 
Marion of this many people in months. 

Nearly 200 citizens in face masks converged on 
the lawn of the Marion Music Hall on the afternoon of 
June 2 in solidarity with the rest of the nation to protest 
the death of George Floyd, an unarmed black man whose 
pleads of "I can't breathe" were captured on video and 
made viral on social media. 

Outrage ensued as the nation watched 
Minneapolis Police Officer Derek Chauvin pin Floyd's 
neck to the ground with his knee for six minutes as Floyd 

begged for air, and another 
three minutes after Floyd 
went unconscious. A series 
of not-so-peaceful protests 
erupted on May 25 as 
millions called for the firing 
and arrest of Chauvin and 
the three complicit officers, 
followed by a "Kneel for 
Nine" movement that 
started spreading across the 
country shortly after. 

Marion resident Margaret 
McSweeny told The 
Wanderer that the injustice

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of Floyd's murder and the need for accountability 
of the officers involved compelled her to organize a 
Kneel for Nine gathering in Marion so that she and her 
fellow community members could join in solidarity She 
addressed the crowd: "If you are like me, you are here 
because you cannot sit idly by while racism spreads 
like wildfire. We must fight fire with fire. In the words 

of Angela Davis, 'It 
is not enough to be 
non-racist; we must 
be anti-racist.' As an 
ally, I recognize my 
privilege and will 
use it any way that I 
can to help fight the 
oppression of people 
of color." 

McSweeny then 
led the assembled 
in nine minutes of kneeling. Some held signs while 
the children held their parents' hands. Others steadied 
themselves with their canes. 

Marion Police Chief John Garcia was down on 
one knee on the grass in his police uniform, his hand 
gently gripping the opposite wrist. Beside him was 
Selectman Randy Parker. 

"It was heartbreaking," said Garcia recalling the 
first time he saw the footage of 
a restrained Floyd suffocating 
beneath Chauvin's knee. 

"Nobody dislikes a bad cop 
more than a good cop." 

Garcia listened as 
people rose to speak. 

"If we cannot get 
rid of the police union there 
will never be any kind of 
meaningful systemic reform," 
said Marion resident John 
Grullon, raising his voice to be 
heard once the nine minutes 
were over.

" It's accurate," Garcia told The Wanderer during 
a follow-up. Police unions sometimes prevent police 
departments from discharging incompetent or corrupt 
police officers, Garcia said, but not so much in Marion. He 
explained, "We're not a civil-service department so it's a 
bit easier in Marion. And that tactic of putting your knee 
on someone's neck... has not been an approved tactic in 
Massachusetts for many years. 

"It was a terrible, horrific event that really 
shouldn't have happened," said Garcia. 

Talon Gomes, 24, said Floyd's case was "an easy 
one" for which to demand justice, "but it's not just about 
the murders," he continued. "It's about... traffic stops for 
no reason, harassment for no reason..."

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Gomes' had his own similar past experience but 
didn't go viral, he said. "It doesn't need to. Everything 
matters. This is an easy one - a really easy one. We need 
everyone with that same energy every single day, every 
single day." 

"Unfortunately, it takes certain disasters for us 
(police officers) to be elevated again in the community's 
eyes," said Garcia. With the COVID-19 pandemic, Garcia 
said police officers had been considered first responders, 
essential workers. "We were getting that hero status 
back." 

Garcia's mask could hide his frown, but not his 
eyes as he fought back emotion. 

"Most of us got into this to help people," said 
Garcia. He paused. "And to be lumped in with the killers 
of minorities - it's heartbreaking." 

Garcia is set to retire come the New Year after 35 
years as an officer. 

"Since I was 21 it's all I've ever done," said Garcia. 
"It was always my heartfelt desire to help people. And 
somewhere along the line over the last several years, cops 
have become the bad guys - and then it's your life's work 
flushed down the toilet." 

As the crowd dispersed, many came to thank 
Garcia for his presence and settled for an elbow bump in 
lieu of a handshake. 

"There has to be some down-to-earth work done," 
said Selectman Parker. Like many there that day, it was 
Parker's first experience attending such a demonstration 
of solidarity.

Along the way back to full mobility, Allen- 
Murdock righted his ship, resumed what he calls the "16-8 
diet" (i.e. 16 hours of fasting and an eight-hour window 
to eat) and got his weight down to 170 pounds. Now he 
wants to add muscle mass while continuing to lose fat. 

"My goal is to get in the best shape of my life," he 
said. "I think I'm capable of walking on. At a very healthy 
weight with muscle mass, I think I am capable of playing 
for a (Division III) college basketball team." 

Allen-Murdock plans to attend Cape Cod 
Community College for the next two academic years 
before transferring. 

His dream job is to someday call play-by-play 
for an NBA team. To that end, he studied in Mike Beson's

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sports-media class. Allen-Murdock has an Instagram page 
on which he posts Celtics analysis and NBA-related notes. 

Beson says Allen-Murdock was "always a hard 
worker" in high school. "Anything that sports came into 
it, he was so excited about it." 

The value in a sports-media class, says Beson, is 
in exposing students to what really goes on and what's 
required on a daily basis. 

"To have to write and do something for hours 
at a time and not just love it when you're watching it," 
is a true test, one that Beson said Allen-Murdock passes 
with flying colors. "Aaron loves doing anything and 
everything with sports. (For him it's) pure excitement." 

Allen-Murdock participated in his high school's

Water Committee Dissolved 
with Pierce Retirement 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Upon the retirement of longtime public servant 
David Pierce from his final role as chairperson of the 
Marion Water Committee and the Mattapoisett River 
Valley Water District Commission, the Marion Board of 
Selectmen voted to dissolve the water committee and take 
on its responsibilities. 

The Board of Selectmen in Marion also acts as 
water and sewer commissioners, so it will now divvy 
up duties associated with the water committee and 
interact with the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply 
Preservation Advisory Committee and Mattapoisett River 
Valley Water Supply District Commission while keeping 
its relationship with Rochester intact as well. 

Marion Board of Selectmen Chairperson Randy 
Parker and Department of Public Works Director David 
Willett already sit on the District Commission, so the 
transition is expected to flow smoothly. 

According to Town Administrator Jay McGrail, 
this new responsibility will entail quarterly meetings 
with Rochester Water Commission representative Fred 
Underhill. McGrail told the meeting that the Water 
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Committee voted unanimously to move forward pending 
Board of Selectmen's approval. 

Upon hearing this news and engaging 
in discussion, the selectmen went straight into 
reconstruction mode. Parker suggested that the quarterly 
meeting dates follow MRVWSPAC/MRVWSDC meetings 
so that he and Willett can properly inform with the latest 
information. 

Selectman John Waterman cited the opportunity 
to include periodic updates on the wastewater treatment 
plant and Route 6. 

Selectman Norm Hills asked if the water 
committee had a clearly laid-out mission, McGrail said no. 
Waterman added that the agenda was always the same 
and suggested the selectmen develop a mission statement 
to keep the reorganized group on task. 

A motion to dissolve the water committee passed, 
and after discussion, McGrail said the new schedule 
would be set according to the final Wednesday of each 
quarter at 4:00 pm. He will invite Underhill and engineers 
Tata and Howard if appropriate. 

As part of McGrail's Action Item list, a May 19 
credit memo Water and Sewer commitment of $1,808.28 
was approved. 

The board approved the reappointment of Zoning 
Board of Appeals Chairperson Marc LeBlanc following a 
one-year term. Potential rotation of the role was discussed 
as is the case in Marion's other boards including the 
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Board of Selectmen. 

Waterman asked that it be written into the 
record that the Board of Selectmen waived the standard 
requirement of an interview and also suggested that 
Marion get some Tabor Academy people on the town's 
committees, be it faculty or administrators. "It's a way of 
connecting us better with Tabor," he said. 

Board of Health Chairperson John Howard is a 
Tabor alumnus and has had children and grandchildren 
attend the prep school. 

In his Town Administrator's Report, McGrail 
opened by thanking Pierce for many years serving on 
Planning Board, Energy Management, Housing Authority, 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply committee

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and commission and the Board of Selectmen, in several 
cases serving as chair. 

Dave Flaherty was officially introduced as the 
town's new, part-time health agent. "Dave is actually the 
first... in a really long time... health agent who actually 
works for the town," said McGrail. 

Flaherty has worked for Wareham, Raynham and 
Yarmouth in health and town administration. Flaherty 
began working at 10:00 am on May 29, less than an hour 
after agreeing to a contract. Parker noted prior positive 
experience working with Flaherty. 

McGrail also introduced Caleb White as the 
town's summer intern scheduled to work one day per 
week. White, whose role may expand later in the summer, 
worked in the Planning department last year in Sandwich. 
He will be a senior in the fall at Western New England 
University. 

Action items also included a review and 
approved a new policy for town vehicles that will become 
effective January 1, 2021. 

On Monday, June 15, Marion will hold a public 
hearing from 5:30 pm to 7:00 pm to walk the Board of 
Selectmen through the 58-article warrant for the June 
22 Town Meeting. McGrail will assign articles with 
each of the three selectmen according to their levels of 
involvement with those articles so that they can be best 
prepared for discussion. 

As of now, McGrail sees it as a Zoom meeting.

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"The question part is a little challenging. If we have 15 
people, it will be manageable via the chat function or 
the raising of hands; if it's 50, that's more of a challenge.

Hills suggested having attendees register so the 
board can respond with answers. Waterman suggested a 
moderator categorize questions according to immediate 
versus prepared, written responses and to set a time limit 
of 90 minutes for questions and answers. 

Parker said the warrant needs to be out to the 
public beforehand or the hearing doesn't make a lot of 
sense. McGrail said the warrant went to the printer over a 
week ago. 

The board authorized McGrail to move on the 
Mary's Pond well-field pump-station upgrade. After Tata 
and Howard estimated costs, $600,000 was budgeted for 
the projects, and bids came in below that amount. D&C 
Construction was the low bidder. 

McGrail told the board that restaurants will be 
requesting outside seating areas and that on June 16 there 
will opportunities for discussion. 

Town Meeting's RSVP process has yielded 30- 
40 registered attendees; Marion's quorum is 50. McGrail 
will know on June 15 if the town needs to use the Tabor 
Academy fieldhouse as a fourth location. 

Asked at adjournment by The Wanderer , McGrail 
said that the town had planned for the "Kneel for Nine" 
peaceful protest set for the night of the meeting, June 2, 
at the Music Hall. "We have staffing plans in place with 
the Chief of Police (John Garcia); he will be down there to 
oversee the event." 

The protest remained peaceful, and Garcia 
kneeled with participants in acknowledgment of last 
week's tragic death of George Floyd in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, and the need for healing across the nation. 

Warrant Articles Reviewed in Advance of 
Town Meeting 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
summarized Town Meeting warrant articles for the Board 
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of Selectmen during its June 1 remote access meeting. 

The board will hold at least one more meeting before the 
Monday, June 22, 7:00 pm Town Meeting at Rochester 
Memorial School. 

The annual operating budget will see a 1.97 
percent increase for FY21 to cover general government, 
public safety, public works, human services, cultural and 
recreation programs, fixed costs, debt and insurances. The 
total is approximately $22,200,000. "FinCom worked very 
hard to get this budget; it covers the needs as well as our 
fixed costs," said Szyndlar. 

Szyndlar's rundown of warrant articles yielded 
the following highlights: 

Article 10 addresses capital funding from 
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the Capital Improvement Fund: Among the six items 
recommended are: technological upgrades at Rochester 
Memorial School in excess of $26,000; an HVAC rooftop 
compressor; town hall basement work at $7,000; a 
message-board trailer $16,000, a walk-in refrigerator; and 
a gas-burner for the Council on Aging. 

Article 11 is a highway excavator at $99,500 that 
would be paid for with free cash. Capital planning had it 
as a recommendation but there is no funding source. 

Article 12 proposes a change to the date of the 
town election to the fourth Wednesday of May, which 
would schedule the election after town meeting in a 
departure of the tradition. (Due to circumstances falling 
out from the coronavirus pandemic, this year's town 
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election will be held on Wednesday, June 17, with town 
meeting on Monday, June 22.) 

Articles 16 and 17 proposed the town's acceptance 
of changes to Forbes Road and Douglas Corner Road. 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey said the Planning Board 
will hold a public hearing on the matter on Tuesday, 

June 9, and the Board of Selectmen will need one more 
meeting before town meeting, then town meeting votes 
on acceptance. Bailey clarified that the two roads affect 
one section of the Connet Woods development and that 
the Planning Board will vote on whether the proposal is 
complete enough to accept. 

Article 18 proposes an easement at Ryder Road 
and Old Middleboro Road for access to Seaboard Solar 
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Holding LLC. Bailey said the affected stretch of Old 
Middleboro Road is considered an "ancient way" so 
the work would not be allowed unless improved to a 
standard set by the Planning Board. Old Middleboro 
Road's traditional route comes close at one point to a 
wetland. The Conservation Commission was asked by 
the applicant to encroach town property abutting Old 
Middleboro Road in order to avoid wetlands. Selectman 
Brad Morse asked if the easement would result in better 
access to Rochester's town-owned property, to which 
Bailey answered, "Yes. It'll go far beyond our piece." 

Article 19 proposes crediting firefighters with 
up to five years of service toward retirement benefits 
for years of "call duty" before officially becoming town 
employees. Bailey explained that several former call 
firefighters now work for the Department of Public Works 
or the Highway Department, and this would credit 
those employees as though they were officially in town 
employment during their call-firefighting careers. 

Morse and Woody Hartley sought more detail 
in terms of number affected and financial impact. Exact 
numbers were not available, but Bailey said it was not 
many. "We have to know that," said Morse, who said he 
is "in favor of it" but that the selectmen have to do their 
homework and be able to defend the approval at town 
meeting. 

Article 21 will see the town vote on whether to 
appropriate $300,000 instead of the originally planned 
$100,000 addition to the stability fund. "Because of the 
environment that we're in and uncertain budget cycles, 
we need to be prudent and put as much as possible into 
our stability fund," said Szyndlar. 

Article 22 is a citizens' petition to transfer from 
free cash $50,000 in order to reduce the tax rate. 

In her Town Administrator's Report, Szyndlar 
reported having recently received a Green Communities 
grant contract. Rochester applied for $136,000 to assist 
with energy conservation measures, lighting controls, 
spray valves, technical assistance at the Council on Aging, 
Fire Department, Library, Police Department, Memorial 
School, and Town Hall. Once the state's Department of 
Energy Resources responds, Rochester can approve the 
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targeted projects that were voted forward at last fall's 
town meeting. None of the projects, said Szyndlar, fall 
under the capital funding category. 

"It's important that we walked through the list," 
said Szyndlar. "This money is going to carry over the next 
few years." She added a longer-range dimension to their 
significance in terms of value and "biggest bang for the 
buck" because Rochester in this scenario is more likely 
to be granted approval by energy resources. "Some of 
these seem minor," she said, "but it's really gearing up for 
the future contracts that we have." Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon played a role along with vendors and 
consultants. "We did some really great research and made 
some really good decisions. It was a good team," said 
Szyndlar. 

As of June 1, half of Rochester's early-voting 
applications had been sent out with the remaining 
number expected to be received by Thursday, June 4. 

Szyndlar reported that town buildings remain 
subject to restrictions and protocols including 25 percent 
occupancy and six feet of personal separation. "Until we 
can meet these requirements. Town Hall and the Annex 
will postpone interactions with the public except by 
appointment only," she said. 

The town website will soon have details 
regarding access to Town Hall, Annex, Council on Aging, 
and Library. "We have to keep the employees safe as 
well, so we really have to give this some detailed thought 
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here," said Szyndlar, alluding to the challenge presented 
by the confined spacing in the town's public buildings. 

The board went into executive session to discuss 
the potential purchase of land at Rounseville Road, and 
came back to public session to vote to approve an order 
not to exceed $160,000 in an effort to make that purchase. 

Hartley reported a positive meeting with other 
town department heads, along with an online training 
he attended on COVID-19 as it affects elections and 
town meeting. "We spent most of the time (in the multi¬ 
department meeting) talking about COVID-19, but it was 
well attended and a well thought out meeting. It was a 
good meeting to attend. (It) made you feel good about our 
town," he said.

I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok , but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it. What do I do? 

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly, the mother will be 
around to feed the baby. This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.

Grant Would Help Determine Direction of 
Wastewater Project 

Marion Planning Board

Marion's Department of Public Works is 
preparing to apply for a coastal-resiliency grant aimed at 
benefitting the town's wastewater collection system. The 
grant totals $300,000, 25 percent of which has to come 
from the town. There is an article on the draft warrant 
for the June 22 town meeting to provide Marion's $75,000 
portion. 

In his Town Planner Report, Gil Hilario told the 
Planning Board during its June 1 remote access meeting 
that a year and a half ago he and Planning Board member 
Norm Hills were doing the grunt work associated with 
preparing an application for the grant without the aid 
of a DPW director (David Willett was not yet onboard). 
Hilario and Hills went inside every single pumping 
station to take measurements and record information 
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necessary to present the town's case. 

"A lot of work went into that first initial project 
and we need to continue it to make it work, otherwise it 
would be a waste. I'm happy to see us applying (for the 
grant)," said Hilario. 

The money will fund design and planning work 
to help Marion decide whether to upgrade or build a new 
pumping station. 

An Approval Not Required (ANR) application 
was filed by Tangi Pina, 1011B Point Road, for the 
acquisition of land immediately behind her property. 
After a brief discussion, the Planning Board approved the 
transfer without a formal review process. 

"The big concern that I had was would it make 
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Parcel A more non-conforming and clearly it does not," 
said Board Chairperson Will Saltonstall. 

Hills asked if the acquired lot is buildable. 
Saltonstall explained that is it not and is only being 
acquired to create a backyard for the owner of the smaller 
portion of the property 

The board passed a motion to approve the ANR 
transfer of the property Signatures were to be made by 
board members. 

Saltonstall said an applicant wants to move an 
ice cream shop into the place where a candy store had 
been next to the barbershop at the juncture of Spring 
Street and Route 6. He said the board is likely to hear 
a presentation in the next couple of weeks. Technically, 
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explained Saltonstall, ice cream is fast food and therefore 
will require a special permit. 

Hilario said it will almost be a repeat of the 
same application with just a different tenant on the same 
property. 

Saltonstall said, that in order to waive a pre¬ 
submission hearing - the Planning Board decides - there 
might be an environmental assessment of the facility. 
"That might be a little overkill for the level of thing that's 
being proposed here," he said. More discussion and 
potentially the presentation will be heard at the board's 
next meeting. 

In keeping with the requirements of his report, 
Hilario reporting on managing the town's single Zoom 
account. Various departments request its use from Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail and, upon approval, Hilario 
sets up their meetings. He's managed Zoom meetings 
for everything from the town's adjudicatory boards to 
meditation class. 

The Planning Board will hold a public hearing on 
Monday, June 15, to discuss warrant articles for the June 
22 town meeting and the potential application for the ice 
cream shop. 

Front Street Flooding Draws Official Visits 

Marion Conservation Commission

In a remote access meeting on May 27, the Marion 
Conservation Commission spent the majority of its time 
addressing citizens' inquiries related to flooding on Front 
Street. According to inquiries, large amounts of standing 
water had collected after significant rainfall events and 
inhibited the use of driveways along Front Street. 

Bob Larson, the property manager for St. 

Gabriel's Church, submitted the inquiry along with 
pictures of flooding around the church. His concerns 
stemmed from an increase in flooding that prevents the 
use of the driveway on the property after heavy rain. 

"When the school is in session, (teachers) use that 
driveway all the time, and they take the children down 
the driveway to use the playground," Larson told the 
commission. While the school is currently not in session 
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due to the coronavirus, Larson feared that without a 
solution the problems would persist through reopening. 

Chair Jeffrey Doubrava confirmed the increases 
in flooding. "I went the day after the heavy rainfall, and 
I observed lots of standing water on the driveway that 
separates 120 Front Street from St. Gabriel's Church," he 
said. 

Larson suspected that the recent increases in 
flooding around the area were likely related to the 
construction of a new house next to the church. "This is 
something new that started with the construction of the 
property. The drainage from the property runs into the 
driveway. I don't think they should be able to do more 
work without solving the existing problems," said Larson. 

In addition to the flooding problems, Doubrava 
noted that the property in question also may have 
constructed a retaining wall without proper approval 
from the commission. "The property owner had been 
in to see us about six weeks ago asking for a minor 
modification of the plan to put a retaining wall in place," 
Doubrava explained. 

That request for modification was denied by the 
commission on the basis that the property owner needed 
to go through an amended-order process. Despite the 
denial from the commission, the retaining wall has been 
constructed. 

Doubrava also mentioned another citizen inquiry 
related to the same site that described an increase in filling 
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in the surrounding wetlands area. On a visit to the site, 
Doubrava suggested that the increase in filling was not 
substantial, but unapproved changes to the property were 
present. 

"The siltation barrier that essentially defines the 
wetlands area in the back of the property is still where it 
was before," said Doubrava. "I don't think there has been 
any filling of the wetlands, but there has been work done 
on the site not consistent with the approved plans." 

Vice-Chair Shaun Walsh noted inconsistencies 
with the original plans on his visit to the site as well. "I 
went to the site the day after the flooding complaints, and 
the retaining wall that I saw runs adjacent to the school 
and church property," said Walsh. "My recollection is 
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that the applicant was before us last time to construct a 
retaining wall to the rear of the lot along the wetlands. It 
was not on the plan of record approved when we issued 
the order of conditions." 

The property owners were scheduled to 
meet with the Conservation Commission on June 3 to 
further discuss their plans and explain changes to the 
construction site. Larson told the commission that he 
would appear at the public hearings along with other 
members of the neighborhood to provide feedback on the 
situation. 

Commission members moved on to address a 
number of backlogged issues put before them. 

A certificate of compliance was issued for water 
line and utility-line replacement work done on Moorings 
Road. The certificate was provided after workers 
successfully maintained a siltation barrier installed to 
protect surrounding wetlands. The work began three 
years ago, and the siltation barrier was successfully 
maintained up through last fall at the commission's 
request. 

Brian Arthur also received a certificate of 
compliance for the construction of a pier and modification 
to floats at 17 Moorings Road. On his site visit. 
Commission member Marc Bellanger confirmed that the 
construction matched the plans and turned out very well. 

Susan Neilson, the engineer of the plan, provided 
the commission with the revised Chapter 91 license 
required for completion of the project. The license 
issued in May 2011 satisfied the requirements for the 
construction of a new float system. 

The commission's final business was related to a 
discussion of work being done on a lot north of 25 Cove 
Circle. Walsh explained that the owner of the lot seemed 
to have done some cutting and burning of vegetation 
without approval from the commission. The commission 
agreed to draft a letter explaining that the observed 
activity may be subject to jurisdiction, and no further 
activity should occur unless a request for determination of 
applicability is put to the commission. 

The next Marion Conservation Commission 
meeting was scheduled to take place on June 3. 
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Wetlands Well Construction Requires More 
Explanation 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission 
reviewed plans for new housing developments and their 
potential impact on wetlands areas in their meeting held 
on June 2. 

Stephen Meltzer of Edgewood Development, 
representing plans put forth by Willow Creek Builders, 
presented an outline for the proposed construction of 
wells on Box Turtle Drive and Horse Neck Road. The 
wells, which would serve two homes currently under 
construction, need to be constructed in the 100-foot 
wetlands buffer zone. 

"Because of the geometry and regulations to keep 
wells 150-feet away from septic systems, we were forced 
to put wells in the 100-foot buffer zone," said Meltzer. 

In order to stay away from an existing septic system, the 
well will have to be positioned 44-feet into the buffer 
zone. 

Meltzer expressed his confidence in protecting 
wetlands areas and his experience working with these 
types of lots in the past. "We had a number of these lots 
in the Connet Woods area. We haven't had any issues. 

We are well into the eighties of the lots we have done. 
There are probably six to eight of these (with wells) that 
are within the buffer zone," Meltzer explained to the 
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commission. 

In terms of wetland protection, Meltzer explained 
that the wells would include a silt fence and any 
additional protections that the commission saw fit to 
protect the surrounding areas. Further, the paths leading 
to the wells would be constructed in a way that would 
avoid the cutting of any large trees and form routes only 
through low shrubs. 

Of the two plans presented, the lot located on Box 
Turtle Drive received the most approval and was allowed 
to go forward. This came after Meltzer presented plans 
that clearly demonstrated that the location of the well 
could not be moved in any way to avoid the buffer zone. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon displayed 
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images showing the low shrubs that would need to be 
cleared in order to access the well. "There wouldn't be too 
much damage to existing trees," said Farinon. "Due to the 
geometry of the lot, it forces it into this location." 

The second plan, for the lot located on Horse 
Neck Road, was questioned by the commission. The 
commission agreed that the plans presented by Meltzer 
did not adequately demonstrate that the regulations and 
geometry of the lot demanded it be constructed in that 
particular location. 

Vice Chairman Daniel Gagne asked Meltzer if his 
engineers could draft a letter explaining the conditions 
and reasons that demanded that this be the only possible 
location for the well's construction. Meltzer agreed to 
provide the letter, and the request for Determination 
of Applicability was continued to the next scheduled 
meeting. 

The commission moved on to address a Notice of 
Intent continued from their meeting held on April 21. The 
Notice of intent, filed by Steen Realty and Development 
Corp, deals with proposed work to be done in the 100-foot 
buffer zone of a vegetated wetlands area. The massive 
project deals with associated grading and drainage 
outfall installation associated with the development of 
208 residential units and a commercial space within the 
Cranberry Highway Smart Growth Overlay District. 

Phil Cordeiro, representing the development, 
came before the commission to address a number of 
changes made to the plan to alleviate concerns raised in 
their previous meeting. The majority of those concerns 
stemmed from the fact that so much work needed to be 
done in buffer zones and no disturb zones. 

Cordeiro explained that the amended plans 
modify the proposed outlet pipe to keep all of that 
associated work out of the 25-foot no disturb zone. In 
addition, the proposed dumpster pad was moved out of 
the 100-foot wetlands buffer zone to protect the area from 
potential runoff. The final change included a retaining 
wall around parts of the site to prevent drainage into the 
wetlands. 

Henry Nover, who has been working closely with 
Cordeiro on the amended plan, explained that he still 
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needed time to address inconsistencies in the new plan. 
"There is a lot of information presented in chart form, and 
there are some conflicts within those charts. I would like 
to get that in writing to present it to the commission," said 
Nover. 

With so much work still needed to be done to 
finalize the plan and Cordeiro requiring final approval 
from the Rochester Planning Board, the commission 
agreed to order a continuance of the topic to July 7. 

The commission's final business involved a 
request put forth by property owner Sonia Amaral for a 
property located on 28 Snow's Pond Road. Amaral came 
before the commission in order to explain her plan for the 
construction of a new porch on her property. 

Amaral's request for Determination of 
Applicability was based on her plan that would bring 
construction of the porch near the 25-foot no-disturb 
zone. Amaral presented a plan for a notched deck and for 
a rectangular deck. She admitted that she preferred the 
rectangular plan despite its challenges. The rectangular 
design would bring the porch right up to the 25-foot no- 
disturb line, but it would require less digging. Amaral 
explained that the limited digging would provide less 
disturbance to her existing lawn area. 

Farinon supported the plan, as it did not cross 
into the no-disturb zone and seemed to have little 
environmental impact. "She is doing work right up to the 
25-foot no-disturb zone. We are not talking about sensitive 
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vegetation. It's within an existing yard area. It could easily 
be done without any adverse effects," Farinon told the 
commission. 

Following Farinon's recommendation, the 
commission issued a negative Determination of 
Applicability so that a Notice of Intent will not be 
required for the project to go forward. 

The next Rochester Conservation Commission 
Meeting is scheduled to take place on June 16. 

Window Open to Public During Hearings 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Chairman Mike King of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission has established an ebb and 
flow to public hearings, especially those where abutters' 
concerns are raised and/or the complexity of a project 
warrants additional time in the "new normal" of remote 
meetings. 

King has commented several times during the 
pandemic emergency that he believes it is important to 
give the public, especially abutters, additional time to 
review filed engineered drawings and other pertinent 
documentation given that the remote-meeting platform 
can be difficult for some to work with on their home 
computers. Also, some projects have many technical 
documents and engineered plans not easily shared in 
a remote meeting. King believes. During the May 27 


meeting, the chairman reopened several public hearings 
to vet any remaining concerns the public might wish to air 
before making final deliberations. 

One such meeting was the Notice of Intent filing 
by Scott Snow, 27 Nashawena Road, for the construction 
of a single-family home in a designated flood zone on 
a previously permitted foundation. In what became a 
months-long process with abutters hiring Bill Madden of 
G.A.F Engineering to put forward their concerns over the 
proposed project, the commissioners heard several main 
themes, most notably concern over ground-water runoff, 
whether or not the construction would adhere to the latest 
FEMA regulations, and the amount of fill along with 
resource-area reduction that might take place. 

Each comment raised by Madden was addressed 
by the applicant's representative, Richard Rheaume, 
of Prime Engineering. As needed and required by the 
commission, the plan of record was updated to ensure 
areas of concern were being addressed. On this night they 
were ready to vote. 

Before closing the public hearing. King asked if 
the public wished to speak. Silence ensued. The hearing 
was closed. A set of conditions prepared in advance of the 
meeting was approved. Conservation Agent Liz Leidhold 
said no one from the public had requested to view 
documents filed by the applicant and that the office had 
received revised plans. The project was approved with 
conditions. 

The NOI filed by James Craig for property located 
off of Aucoot Road for the construction of a pier that 
will traverse marshland was also reopened. Represented 
by David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon and Leone, 
Inc., the commissioners heard that the application had 
been reviewed by the Massachusetts Wildlife's Natural 
Heritage and Endangered Species Program, which 
mandated turtle fencing and other measures for the 
protection of endangered turtles. The fencing plan, 
Davignon noted, was now on the plan of record. 

Mats that will be used to protect some portions of 
the marshlands during the construction of the pier were 
discussed. Davignon said that a report spanning several 
growing seasons would be provided to the commission to 
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demonstrate the health of the marsh area in question post¬ 
disturbance. 

Again, King asked if the public wished to make 
any comments. Hearing none, the public hearing was 
closed and the project was conditioned. 

A final project falling into the still-open category 
was a NOI filed by Andrew and Sarah Bishins, 20 
Winnatuxet Beach Road, for the construction of an 
addition to an existing home and renovations. King 
inquired about erosion-control measures. Davignon 
responded that several layers of erosion-control materials 
would be used especially on the downward slope. The 
public hearing was closed after additional comments were 
called. None were offered. The project was conditioned. 

In other matters, turtle fencing was discussed 
for 38 and 40 Prince Snow Circle. Number 38, owned 
by Whitman Homes, was represented by developer 
Bart O'Brien who said that the turtle plan was in place, 
although there were no immediate plans to develop 
the lot. Number 40, represented by David Andrews of 
the Bay Club, also confirmed a plan was in place. The 
commissioners were satisfied that documents were in 
order; thusly both NOI filings were conditioned. 

Extension of Orders of Conditions for 78A 
through 90 Shagbark Circle and Lots 61, 62, and 51 
Dupont Drive were approved. 

Continuances were granted to Alexander Makkas, 
16 Island View Avenue, for a Certificate of Compliance, 
as well as a NOI filed by Dale Leavitt of Blue Stream 
Shellfish. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for June 8 at 
6:30 pm; remote-platform details will be posted at www. 
mattapoisett.net. 

Snow Denied Covenant Amendment

Appearing remotely before the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board during their June 1 meeting was local 
developer Scott Snow. He requested that the board 
members approve an amendment to an existing covenant 
for the Eldridge Estates subdivision located off Prospect 
Road. The covenant maintains that the roadway would 
be completed prior to any construction of homes in the 
subdivision. 

One pre-existing home had to be relocated 
because it was situated within the approved roadway 
design. However, Snow appealed to the board members 
to grant him permission to place the now temporarily 
relocated home on a permanent foundation before doing 
the roadway construction. 

During the course of the discussion, several board 
members questioned why Snow simply didn't construct 
the roadway, thus the home could be permitted with a 
permanent foundation and other permits necessary to

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complete its construction. Snow explained that, due to the 
coronavirus pandemic, he had been moving slowly but 
that he wished to give the subcontractor who had moved 
the home to the temporary structure his equipment back 
sooner rather than later. "(The subcontractor) is paid in 
full. If I have to move the house twice, it will cost me 
another $10,000," he pleaded. 

Snow urged the board to "help" him saying, "You 
are here to help people, not hurt them." When pressed 
to simply build the road. Snow conceded that "mistakes 
have been made." He said, however, that conversation 
regarding potential modifications to the roadway and 
the drainage system were for another meeting at another 
time. 

Chairman Nathan Ketchel took a straw poll of the 
board members. All three members denied approval with 
Ketchel being the dissenting vote. Snow's petition was 
thusly denied. 

The board also finalized wording on a decision to 
approve NextGrid LLC's solar array project off Bowman 
Road. There was some discussion regarding the bonds for 
storm-damage repairs. The main issue was whether or not 
NextGrid LLC had agreed in a public hearing to a $70,000 
bond or what had been recorded in the public forum, a 
$45,000 bond. 

For clarification, Ketchel allowed Daniel Serber 
of NextGrid LLC to explain how those two sums were 
arrived at and which of the two was what, he, in fact, 
had agreed to in the public hearing. Serber stated that 
the $45,000 sum was what had been discussed with 
the Zoning Board of Appeals and in the final decision 
approved by the Planning Board. Another bond totaling 
$44,000 for decommissioning costs was also mentioned, 
bringing the total to $89,000 in surety bonds. 

Mike Huguenin, President of the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust, was also on the call and said that the $75,000 
figure had been provided to the Planning Board in written 
documents from the MLT. Planning Board administrator 
Mary Crain said, "It was never raised in the public 
hearings, never expressly discussed." 

In the end, Ketchel said that the public meeting 
was closed during the last session. The board concurred, 
leaving the bonds as written into the final agreement, a 
total of $89,000. 

Also considered were future legal fees that 
the applicant's counsel had questioned. Mattapoisett's 
legal advisor Jonathan Silver stein said it was, ".. .not 
unusual. This is a standard and defensible condition." 
That language was left in the final decision. The board 
members voted unanimously to accept the decision. 

Regarding two sidelined projects, the building of 
a new Master Plan and the reorganization and rewriting 
of bylaws, Ketchel asked that Southeast Regional 
Economic Development District's Grant King, director of 
Comprehensive Planning at Southeast Regional Planning 
and Economic Development District, be invited to the 
next meeting to restart the Master Plan process. Crain said 


that some 14 residents had volunteered to help in crafting 
the new Master Plan. The board was unified in setting 
aside a separate day and time to engage with those 
willing to participate in the process. 

The zoning bylaws, an equally massive project 
agreed by all, will be discussed more comprehensively 
at future meetings. But the board also agreed they 
needed the assistance of a consultant to get that project 
completed.

Marion Looks to Replenish PPE 
as Businesses Reopen 

Marion Board of Health

All of Marion's emergency supplies have been 
put to the Police Department for emergency response and 
"are getting depleted pretty fast," according to Health 
Nurse Kathleen Downey, addressing the Board of Health 
during its June 2 remote access meeting. 

Downey said that she had put in an order for 
what the Police Department needed for COVID-19 and 
added for the Board of Health, but all of it was shipped to 
the Police Department. 

The message coming from the state Department 
of Public Health is that Marion has received a significant 
amount of allowance through the CARES Act and 
from state-sponsored, public-health emergency money. 
Downey said there has been a request for a road sign that 
can be used for messaging regarding COVID-19. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail explained that 
the town has to spend and apply for reimbursement in 
order to receive funds from the CARES Act. "They did 
allocate... more than we'll be able to spend towards it 
realistically," he said. The next step is Marion putting 
together its list of expenses. 

CARES Act funding is completely separate from 
the $25,000 that Marion can apply for via FEMA, which is 
only partially reimbursed. Thusly, McGrail is focusing on 
the CARES Act money, which reimburses 100 percent of 
coronavirus-related expenditures.

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"They are pretty specific on what they'll cover... 
but it covers a lot," he said, alluding to the installation of 
plexiglass barriers for safety purposes at town buildings 
and other alterations. 

Town employee Maureen Murphy explained that 
emergency-preparedness supplies received in September 
are now being completely depleted. "There's going to be a 
big expense. I have a list of what we've used," she said. 

Vice Chairperson Dr. Ed Hoffer noted that 
additional money will be needed in FY21 for additional 
PPE for flu shots and other actions. "Last year I wouldn't 
have worn a mask; this year I would," he said. 

Concerned that she might forget something of 
great significance, Downey sought input from the Board 
of Health. "I just want some support from the board. I 
don't want to be the only one making a decision about 
what we need," she said. Chairperson John Howard 
assured her that the board will review, discuss, and add 
or subtract items. 

McGrail noted that the CARES Act spans 
according to fiscal years. Hoffer advised the board to 
make purchases in June. McGrail said he would check 
to see if Marion has the required funds to replenish the 
town's PPE supply before June and FY20 ends. 

Downey reported a $7,600 quote just received for 
emergency-preparedness supplies including flu shots... 


"Just in case there is a vaccine available, we need to be 
able to distribute it and offer it," she said. Howard asked 
Downey to start with a list that can then be prioritized 
and then reviewed when the board meets in two weeks. 

The board agreed to move forward with the 
town's plans for a July blood drive at the Community 
Center. 

New Health Director Dave Flaherty reported 
three food-service inspections in anticipation of the Phase 
2 opening by the state. He was to visit Atlantic Bistro on 
June 3 with representatives from the Building Department 
and Fire Department. 

Flaherty reported following up on complaints 
at Santoro's Pizza and at private property at Great Hill. 
Flaherty said when he visited Santoro's "Everyone had 
masks on." Concern about masks not being worn by 
visitors to the historic estate has led to a curbing of open 
hours with new signage offering a friendly reminder. 
Flaherty reported that signage at the harbor has yielded 
mixed results, but people not wearing masks are for the 
most part out on boats and away from others. 

Planning Board member Norm Hills referenced 
an issue with standing water leading to a concern about 
mosquitoes during a year that expects a EEE threat. 
Flaherty plans to address the matter with the Plymouth 
County Mosquito Control Project, a state agency.

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Although the state has set up towns only to 
follow up on how well businesses comply with state 
regulations in Phases 2 and 3 of the reopening, Marion 
is taking a proactive approach as Flaherty reaches out to 
work with merchants in town. 

Hoffer said, "Letting 1,000 flowers bloom is not 
the way it works best everywhere," as he noted Marion 
has learned from the boatyards. Thusly, he told Flaherty 
that he prefers the sterner of the two letters he offered for 
the board's review. McGrail asked Flaherty to a request 
for businesses seeking liquor licenses to update the town. 

Member Dot Brown cautioned the board that 
the state writes regulations and then changes them 
without consulting towns. "Hopefully common sense will 
prevail," said Flaherty. 

Flaherty was impressed with the Kittansett Club's 
plans to go forward as host of the 112th Massachusetts 
Amateur Golf tournament on July 13-17, noting that the 
club had a consultant come in and do the right thing. "It 
looks like they've got a good idea that they've used solid 
science. I can tell that they're on the right track," he said. 

Howard said he was impressed with Flaherty's 
first report as the town's new health director. 

In her Public Health Nurse Report, Downey 
told the board that, since its last meeting, several serum 
positive COVID-19 tests have been reported. People were 
to be treated as a positive case with a required 10 days in 
isolation, even though it was an antibody test. 

Downey reported that the state revised its policy 
on Monday, strongly encouraging a polymerase-chain- 
reaction (PCR) test at same time as an antibody test. If 
anyone tests positive in the PCR test, they would not 
be required to go into isolation. The result would be 
considered a prior infection. 

Marion peaked last week according to Downey, 
with seven people in isolation at one time. That number, 
she said, has since dropped off. Marion's website lists six 
active cases and 11 recovered. 

Tabor Academy has begun meeting anticipate 
challenges for the fall 2020 semester with room size, 
athletics, health-related issues, PPE needs, policies needed 
such as daily screening of where students are heading.

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and a contact-tracing procedure. 

"Everything 7 s preliminary. They're talking about 
not admitting foreign students, but I think they're a bit 
away from a statement," said Howard. 

"They're very committed to being open in the fall. 
I don't think they see themselves being closed for another 
year," said Downey. 

Tabor will need to figure out a site where students 
can isolate, whether it be the health center, or a case of 
quarantine over against the dormitory structure and what 
would be required to transport a symptomatic student. 

Downey noted that the Council on Aging will not 
transport sick people at this time for fear of contamination 
of its vehicles. 

While Marion, Tabor, and Tremont camps have 
canceled summer recreation programs, Beverly Yacht 
Club would like to go forward with its summer program 
and was scheduled to meet with Downey on June 3. 

Also of emerging concern are Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE), West Nile, and tick-borne illnesses. "I 
don't see myself having time to do tick education," said 
Downey. "Marion has videos at ORCTV, perhaps we can 
hook them up to the website." 

Downey also cautioned the board that hurricane 
season requires a plan. "We can't run a shelter and 
refuse to take people in... and I don't know how we 
can isolate people," she said. Hoffer said that Sippican 
School's capacity is limited by its generator. "You can't 


use the whole place," he said. "If the weather is bad, it 
doesn't work. Sippican School is not going to allow any 
separation." McGrail indicated having reached out to the 
Town of Mattapoisett regarding the potential use of ORR 
and plans to follow up. 

On June 16, the Board of Health will hold a public 
hearing in advance of a vote on its proposal to reduce the 
amount of nitrogen compounds that are released out of 
new septic systems. McGrail told the board it's important 
it does not close the public hearing so that members of the 
public without access for any technical reason would have 
ample time to respond.

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On hand to help expedite the process was professional 
recruiter Bernard Lynch of Community Paradigm LLC, 
the town's consultant, who introduced the two candidates 
to the committee members. 

Coming before the committee first was 
Snoeyenbos, who has been the West Bridgewater library 
director since 2015. Prior to that she was the young adult 
and reference librarian, as well as being a member of 
the Silver Lake Regional School Committee. She also 
noted that she was a library trustee in Halifax and listed 
an MLS from Simmons Graduate School of Library and 
Information Science and a BA from Carleton College in 
Northfield, Minnesota, as her educational background. 

During the question-and-answer session which 
latest about 40 minutes, Snoeyenbos said she would want 
to move the Mattapoisett Library closer to technology 
versus old school systems. She said she was ready to 
work in a larger setting and the challenge of more staff 
members while preserving the library's legacy.

The Grey Fox (1982). Starring Richard Farnsworth 
and Jackie Burroughs. Directed by Philip Borsos. 
Running time: 91 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. Now 
available for streaming on virtual screening rooms. 

For whatever reason. Kino Lorber has 
plucked the 38-year-old Canadian adventure/ 
drama The Grey Fox out of obscurity, given it a 4K 
spit-shine, and given it back to us. The Grey Fox got 
respectful reviews in America when it arrived in 
1983 but, it appears, was quickly forgotten here. 

Not so in Canada, where it's regarded as a national 
treasure. Its director, Philip Borsos, was only 27 
when he made it; he only got to make four more 
features, including the bewildering One Magic 
Christmas , before leukemia took him in 1995 at only 
41.1 can imagine Richard Farnsworth shaking his 
head sadly at the notion of outliving his young 
director. 

Farnsworth inhabits Bill Miner, a stagecoach 
robber who's just finished a 33-year stretch in prison. 
When he gets out, it's a different century — 1901 
— and we learn very early on that we can trust 
the movie not to be cheesy, because it never makes 
much of Miner being a man out of his own time. 

Like the cowboys in The Wild Bunch who remember 
the Civil War but find themselves negotiating a 
pre-WWI world of cars and machine guns. Miner 
squints uneasily at technology but doesn't let it 
faze him. Farnsworth, whose swan song was a 
beautiful performance in David Lynch's becalmed 
masterpiece The Straight Story , had a high, light voice 
that nonetheless carried the weight of authority. 
Listening to Miner, we feel that this was a man who 
didn't need to act hard. There's a quiet but steely 
conviction in everything he says, and Farnsworth 
moves like a man who trusts his own body (this 
former stuntman was still plenty spry in his early 
sixties when he made this movie, riding a gorgeous 
black horse perilously near a moving train). 

Miner tries several times to get a real job and 
mend his ways. In fact, there's very subtle comedy 
in the fact that he has it relatively easy when he 





gets out of jail. Not once but twice, women who 
care about him — his sister and then a suffragette 
named Kate Flynn (Jackie Burroughs) — offer him 
a safe haven. And there's also subtle comedy in the 
fact that Miner just can't accept their help. He can't 
abide the workaday life — "I'm just no good at work 
that's planned by other heads," he says. He robbed 
stagecoaches, and now, after having seen the early 
picture The Great Train Robbery , he's going to rob 
trains. That's what he does and who he is. Nothing 
personal, mind you. Miner's ethos meant neither 
he nor any of his men shot their guns directly at 
anyone. No killing. There's a little of Miner in Seth 
Gecko in the Quentin Tarantino-written From Dusk 
Till Dawn , who insisted "I am a professional thief. 

I don't kill people that I don't have to." Miner also 
boasts a bit of the amiable outlaws Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Kid, and a bit of Henri "Papillon" 
Charriere — Miner has a habit of escaping from 
prison. 

The Grey Fox is pictorially as satisfying as a 
full-course dinner, photographed in rich blues and 
browns by Frank Tidy. It's a little loose and sedate, 
though, and our attention starts to slacken — the 
structure becomes anecdotal — until Miner and his 
two accomplices are camping out in Canada and a 
Mountie approaches. This is a whistle-clean, PG- 
rated, old-fashioned semi-Western with shootings 
but no bloodshed. From time to time it feels a 
little edgeless; the filmmaking is "respectable" 
almost to a fault. But then the grainy solidity of an 
image (Borsos and Tidy make the most of British 
Columbia locations) catches and holds us, or Richard 
Farnsworth says something, it doesn't matter what, 
and we can't imagine he could be anything less 
than honest. A good deal of The Grey Fox is A Great 
Man In Front Of A Great Sky, and that's just about 
enough. 
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in bringing staff together and that she has found a way 
to,"...balance strong leader and consensus." 

Snoeyenbos said that she feels a sense of urgency 
in reaching out to younger people who may use their 
phones in place of a brick-and-mortar, library building, 
"They may feel they have all they need with a phone." 

She said that libraries would lose the public if leadership 
didn't reach out into the community. 

Of her sense of urgency, Snoeyenbos confided, 
"The risk you take with me would be I work fast, move 
too soon." But she added that she has learned a great 
deal about leadership and that the trustees have been 
supportive in West Bridgewater. 

Regarding the restrictions brought on in the wake 
of COVID-19, Snoeyenbos said that she'd want to reopen 
the library slowly. "We are not retail. I'm nervous about 
opening too soon." She also commented that in West 
Bridgewater she has been encouraging all staff members 
to seek new ways to reach out to the public during these 
difficult times. "They all need a little piece of marketing." 

Of the Mattapoisett Library she said that 
computers need to be upgraded but would not be 
advocating for any "big ticket" items. She said the staff is 
well-balanced and well-educated. 

There was some discussion of budgets, 
fundraising, and grant writing and how Mattapoisett's 
budget is currently being spent. Snoeyenbos said that 
she had experience with presenting budgets to finance 
committees and that the trustees had supported her 
during union negotiations that she characterized as "a 
trial by fire." 

Jones has been the assistant library director in 
Plymouth for 15 years. She said she is ready for a new 
library and a new community. A graduate of Simmons 
University with an MSLIS and a BA in sociology from 
Clark University, Jones has worked closely with adults, 
young adults, and children since beginning her career. 

Reopening the library was an essential topic 
that the committee discussed with Jones. She said 
that challenges are present especially for distancing 
requirements but that social media, print media, and 
even direct mail could be employed to help keep the 
community's relationship with the library intact. But she 
recognized that some patrons might not use computers 
or have internet capabilities so using printed missives 
remains important. 

Jones said that she would work with other town 
departments, OSHA, and best practices from around the 
country to find safe ways to open the library, while also 
coordinating efforts with surrounding libraries. "People 
are missing their libraries," she said. 

In talking about changes she might want to make, 
Jones noted the possibility of shelving changes and the 
addition of mobile shelving units, but added, "I'll need to 
see what the usage is first." 

Jones said she would want to reach out to local 
groups such as the League of Women Voters, town 
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departments, and to spend time at the circulation desk to 
get to know the community and its people. 

Experience with setting up and working with teen 
advisory groups is part of Jones' background, she said, 
as well as starting new adult groups. She said she would 
want to survey the needs of the Mattapoisett patrons to 
find new ways to engage the community. 

Jones admitted that she lacked a depth of 
knowledge in budgetary processes but that she has begun 
working on departmental finances and had been through 
two town-meeting cycles. "I'd seek a mentor to help me," 
she said. 

Jones was asked where she saw herself in 
the coming years. "Director of a community library, 
continuing in that direction, possibly at the end of my 
career a state agency," she said, adding that she likes 
the feel of a smaller community library versus a large 
institution such as Plymouth's and the opportunity that 
represented for closer interaction with the patrons. 

After concluding the interviews. Lynch asked the 
group if they were ready to vote. Entering the conference 
room, Robbin Smith introduced herself as the general 
services librarian. Smith asked if before making their 
decision the committee would grant the staff members to 
share their comments based on the interviews that had 
just taken place. The committee, while expressing some 
readiness to debate and make a selection immediately, 
granted Smith's request.

From the Files of the Rochester Historical Society

Rochester's Proprietors' (business owners) list 
contained not only the name of a Native American, but 
also that of a woman (somewhat rare for 1694). 

Elizabeth Ellis, born Elizabeth White, was the 
daughter of Peregrine White, one of the original 
Pilgrims. Elizabeth's husband had been a proprietor and 
upon his death, she took his place. Unlike some of the 
proprietors who were simply investors and never set foot 
in Rochester, she lived on her land and her descendants 
remained in the area for generations. 



Rochester has been always been home to strong, 
independent, and interesting women, two of whom 
shared a belief in the importance of libraries that spanned 
almost a hundred years. 

Elizabeth Leonard was the wife of Charles Leonard 
who inherited the lands known today as East Over 
Farms. Beginning in 1853, he devoted himself to making 
the property into a "Gentlemens' Estate". Both he and 
Elizabeth adopted Rochester as their second home and 
Charles paid to fill swampland to complete Mary's Pond 
Road and connect it to Rochester Center. He also gave 
money for an endowment for the upkeep of the Center 
Cemetery.

renovate and refurbish the First Congregational Church. 

In 1892, the town decided to build the current Town 
Hall. At that time, Elizabeth donated $2000 (half the 
money needed) for the building with the requirement that 
a library was included in the plans. That library which 
was in what is now the Assessor's Office continued there 
until Plumb Library was built. 

Dorothy Bray Plumb was an interesting person with 
a "quirky" sense of humor who enjoyed town activities 
according to Arthur Lionberger. In 1970, Dorothy donated 
both the land and the money to build a new library to 
replace the one in Town Hall that the town had outgrown. 
She enlisted the help of Robert Sherman, a local builder, 
to design and construct a building that was at home with 
the existing architecture on the town green. The Joseph H. 
Plumb Library, a memorial to her late husband's love of 
books, opened in 1976. Their pictures and her husband's 
oversized rocking chair are in the library, as well as, 
portraits of Elizabeth and Charles Leonard.
